QUAKE IN ITALY 
KILLS TWENTY-TWO. 


Rome, December 18.—New earth- 
quake shocks have completed the de- 
struction of the Albanian village of 
Tepeleni, 32 miles southeast of Av- 
lona, according to reports from 
Brindisi. Twenty-two persons are 
known to have lost their lives. 
Exact details of the situation have 
not been learned owing to the inter- 
ruption of communications between 
Aviona and the stricken village.

did at the Decatur Orphans’ Home, 
but it was the only way they knew 
to-help, and e showed as nothing 
else could how terribly real ‘fs the 
tragedy of childhood being enacted 
today in central Europe. 

Some of the children at the Or- 
phans’ Home read in the newspa- 
pers the appeal of Herbert Hoover 
and the organizations allied with 
him for $33,000,000 to buy food for 
the children of Poland, Serbia and 
other stricken nations until the 
next harvest is gathered. 

They réad the brief statement that 
these children will die unless Amer- 
ica helps, and they saw pictures 
of them—little faces lined with suf-

wistful like a sick dog’s. 

They know what hunger is,.do 
some of the children at the home. 
Before the home took them, they 
knew what it was to look like those 
pictures—and to feel that way. So 
perhaps it was not surprising what 
they told the superintendent. 

They wanted to go without sup- 
per. The meal they did not eat, 
they wanted to send to Mr. Hoover 
and by him to Europe. [It wouldnt 
be much—apple sauce, biscuits, 
milk, meat, if it was “meat night. 
But, such as it was, they knew it 
would help, for many times it had 
helped them. It might save one of 
those little boys and girls with the 
eyes of sick dogs from dying. 

The superintendent didn’t know 
what to do at first. He didn’t have 
the heart to tell them you can’t 
ship apple sauce to Polandl. And so 
he swallowed @ lump in his throat. 
and did the next best thing—he let 
them make their sacrifice ag tn

From 
dawn until late in the night, this 
mother works at her sewing, her 
washing, er cooking, at every care, 
large and small, that arises in car- 
ing for her helpless family. Her 
strength is failing, and it seems 
a pity that tragedy should be al- 
lowed the proximity that it has 
when $6 dollars more each week 
for a year will insure comfort for 
the lads, comfort for the dear old 
folks and an easier and happier life 
for the good woman herself. 

Other worthy cases in Atlanta’s 
sadder side of life follow: 

Opportunity No. 1. 

Four little children, all under 9, 
and an invalid sister require all of 
this mother’s time. The, father died 
of tuberculosis two years ago, leav- 
ing a fear of th edisease and a fi- 
nancial burden on the mother’s 
shoulders. She now has no income, 
and were it not for the help of a 
friend whom the Associated Char- 
ities has found for her she would 
have no shelter. She is struggling 
along trying to keep the two oldest 
children in school. 

Fifteen dollars a week during the 
coming year will relleve her mind 
from financial strain and enable her 
to care for her sister and little 
children. Total needed, $720. 

Opportunity No. 2. 

It’s not such a bad world, thinks 
freckle-faced Jimmie, aged 12. A 
fairy godfather will surely help 
him out, for he wants to go to 
school.

Another $5 a week will help feed 
and clothe the five little ones. To-

Opportunity No. 5. 

“Six months before she can work 
again,” says the doctor who is treat- 
ing her. 

Six months is a long time when a 
woman is: dependent on her own 
earnings. All of her teeth abscessed, 
swollen ankles and almost stone 
deaf—but she {s cheerful and is 
Tasponding to medical treatment. To 
speed her recovery a diet of milk 
and eggs will be necessary and the 
egg of the renting agent must be 
met.

Oppose Mandate Policy. 
The attack upon the council was 
led by Lord. Robert. Cecil, who crit- 


 icised the council's’ refusal to com- 


municate to the assembly the text of 
the various mandates for the admin- 
istration of former German colo- 
nies. 

- Lord Robert was followed by C. J. 
Doherty, of Canada, who. expressed 
the disappointment felt by the Ca-~- 
hadian delegates that no opportu- 


'nity had been given the assembly- to

Balfour Defends Council. 
Mr. Balfour. came to the defense 
of the e¢ouncil.

covenant to have’ jurisdiction over 
mandates.

Many of the delegates appeared 
nonplussed by Mr. Balfour's defiant 
attitude toward the assembly, par- 
ticularly -when he referred to “the 
jealous spirit shown by some of the 
speakers,” and when he declared 
that the recommendation of the 
mandates committee amounted to 
coercive measures as regarded the 
council. 

The recommendations were adopt- 
ed unanimously, Mr. Balfour ‘con- 
tenting himself by saying they 
would have no effect, instead of 
voting against them.

IF MADE AT HOME

taining less than bne-half of one- 


per cent, but added: 

“In view, however, of what I un- 
derstand section 29 to mean, I am, 
sure it would be misleading for me 
to content myself with this direct 
answer to your question.” 

Congress intended by section 29 to 
prohibit the sale, but not the manu- 
facture of intoxicating cider for use 
in the home, the opinion said. 

“Congress seems to have recog- 
nized the peculiar nature of cider.” 
the attorney general declared. 
“When the juice of apples is press- 
ed out the immediate result is cider. 
When this is done an intoxicating 
liquor, even within the definition 
of the prohibition act, has not been 
produced. But fermentaton very 
shortly sets in, producing alcohol 
and all hat is necessary to con- 
vert the cider into an intoxicating 
liquor is the lapse of a short time. 

Not Unlawful. 


“Broadly speaking,, one who has 
manufactured cider which has not 
yet had time to ferment has not 
manufactured intoxicating liquor.” 

Section 29 has manifestly sought 
to make t clear that it was not in- 
tended that one manufactured cider 
and kept itin his home for beverage 
purposes until it fermented would 
be guilty of possessing intoxicating 
liquors unlawfully, the opinion 
stated. 

“Secton 29 says that to manufac- 
ture this cider for use in the home 
shall ‘not be unlawful,” Mr. Pal- 
mer asserted. “Obviously it does 
not mean for immediate use or nec- 
essarily for use before it has had 
time to ferment. I thnk clearly the 
provision means that after being 
manufactured as sweet or non-in- 
toxicating cider, it may be kept in 
the home for future use without 
violating this statute.” 

Possession of intoxicating liquor 
is prohibited by the Eighteenth 
amendment, the attorney general 
explajned, and the only offense 
against the enforcement act which 
a manufacturer of cider for use in 
the home could be guilty of, would 
be having it in his possession after 
it ferments and produces alcohol. 

For Home Use. 

“By the provision above quoted,” 
he said, “I think congress has, at 
least, by necessary implication, pro- 
vided that the possession by the 
manufacturer of cider, even after it 
has by fermentation become intox- 
icating, shall not be unlawful so 
long as he holdg it exclusively for 
use in the home or for sale to those 
having permits to make vinegar.” 

While the opinion is binding on 
the treasury, prohibition enforce- 
ment officials intimated tonight 
that Mr. Palmer might be asked to 
reconsider his decision in view of 
the conflict between his contention 
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jand the existing regulation.

When cornered, I belleve he dla 
volunteer his services as a boxing 
instructor in one of the canton- 
ments, which was as safe a job as 
there was to be found by a young 
man of draft age in that troublous 
year of 1918. 

On the other hand, his despised 
and berated opponent, Freddie 
Welsh, enlisted in the United States 
army as a buck private and had a 
good enough war record to come 
out a captain. 

That was Mr. Leonard’s patriot- 
ism, and now he’s asking and get- 
ting 340.000 to box for charity.

Pitt has a one-year residence rule 
and a player is allowed only three 
vears of varsitv football 
year 1918, Pitt did not have a 
freshman team, and Davies and 
Stein played on the varsity. Thev 
aiso played on the teams of 1919 
and 1920, which gave them each 
three years. Now, Pitt would not 
allow the other teams on its sched- 
ule to exclude 1918 (S. A. T C.

“The explanation,” The Sun's 
scribe replied, “is tirat the impres- 
siop Of ‘many football! followers in 
this section that Pitt haa a rule 
restricting students to three years 
of varsity athletic competition is a 
mistaken one. Pitt never had a 
three-year rule, and such a rule is 
not in force now, but it has been 
adopted recently and will go into 
effect next fall. What Pitt did 
have, and now has, is a one-year 
residence rule. This merely pro- 
hibited freghmen or those coming to 
Pitt from other colleges from par- 
ticipating in varsity athletics dur- 

It placed no 
their playing 
more than three years. In fact, Pitt, 
like the great majority of other col- 
leges, has permitted, and still per- 
mits, four years of athletics if a 
student is in college that long after 
the first year !n which he is not 
permitted to play. As to 1918, foot- 
ball was conducted that year under 
the supervision of the offictals of 
the S. A. T. C., and the Panther 
athletic management had nothing to 
do with the decision to play fresh- 
men, but it did count that year as 
one of the permissable four against 
Davies and Stein, along with all the 
rest. However. a three-year rule 
has since been adopted by Pitt, to 
go into effect in the fall of 1921, it 
being deemed unfair to apply it to 
any student already in college. 
After this year no student can play 
Varsity football or any other sport 
more than three years, no matter 
how long he remains in college. 
‘And we were not obliged or re- 
quested to adopt this rule.’ Graduate 
Manager Davis stated.

To prdduce a motor car 
whose parts are made with 
greater precision than ever 
before, is a purpose inspired 
not only by the satisfaction 
to be derived from a work well done, 
but also by the determination to build. 
the finest cax.of which humian skill is 
capable; because that means a car of 
longer life and of lower maintenance; it 
means 2 car that is smoother and more 
delightful in its ways of going; and, too, 
because it is nothing more nor less than 
sound commercial policy. 

Precision, -for mere preession’s sake 
alone, however, is of little value: but pre- 
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cision for the sake of what 
precision means and does, is 
of value almost incalculable. 

Precision, in a sense, is 
purely relative. A hmit of 
tolerance which in one piece of mechanism 
would be amply precise, might be grossly 
ill-fitting in another. 

A thousandth of an inch is approxi- 
mately one-third the thickness of a hair 
from your head, and ordinarily is regarded 
as a fine and close degree of accuracy; but 
a limit so liberal as a thousandth of an 
inch in an operation which warrants a 
limit of only a quarter of a thousandth, 
might prove disastrous. 
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In the diagram, let the first straight line re- 
present unlimited miles of travel, and let the 


‘second straight line represent limitless qualities 


of car eridurance. This would be an ideal con- 
dition. It would mean ‘a motor car in whose 
parts there would be no wear; hence if wear 
were the only factor with which to contend, the 
car would endure forever. 

In an internal combustion engine, the parts 
subjected to impact, or hammer-like blows, 
must endure the most mgorous punishment— 
parts such as wrist-pins, conriecting-rod bear- 
ings and crankshaft bearings. The more near- 
ly these are made to approach the congistency 
of a solid piece, and with a film of oil between 
have no more than just sufficient freedom to 
permit their turning, the greater will be their 
wear resistance. 

As a specific example, we will cite a wrist-pin 
and its bearing in the uppef end of the cqnnect- 
ing-rod, where it attaches to the piston. In 
the Leland-built Lincoln car, these are made 
with an. extreme tolerance of three ten-thou- 
sandths of an inch (about one-tenth the thick- 
ness of a hair from your head). 

Fitting so perfectly, they. should withstand 
millions upon millions of explosion impacts be- 
fore there is perceptible effect, or before the 
space between the wrist-pin and its bearing 
becomes enlarged even a thousandth of an inch. 

On the other hand, if parts wer@ made sv 
loosely as to have even a thousandtB of an mch 
too much freedom at the oufset,¥then they 
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would immediately have entered the period of 
serious wear and early destruction. 

These conditions are illustrated in the dia- 
gram. When parts are made to the correct 
degree of accuracy in the beginning, their use- 
fulness extends over the long period shown from 
A to B, before they even enter the period of 
serious wear as shown by the line from B to C. 
But if those parts are not made sufficiently ac- 
curate, they commence to deteriorate immedi- 
ately and decline rapidly as shown by the sharp 
decline in the curve from A to D. 

In the Leland-built Lincoln car, there are 
many thouSands of fine and close mechanical 
operations. This does not imply so many 
thousands of parts, because offtimes there are 
many operations upon a single , the degree of 
precision in these various operations depending 
upon conditions and upon the function involved. 

With what is recognized as one of the world’s 
finer work-shops, having an equipment whose 
equal we have never known, and with an organ- 
ization trained in Leland standards, it is scarce- 
ly a subject for conjecture that the makers of 
the Lincoln car will accomplish their purpose.

St. Louis, December 18—Plans for 
carrying on the various co-operative 
agencies through which it is pro- 
posed te distribute “he farming 
produce of the nation were under 
consideration here today at the fina} 
session of the conference of agricul- 
tural representatives, called by the 
national board of farm organiza- 
tions.

 Ceurt Gives Clean Bill 
of Health. 


Washington, December 138.—(By 


a: the ASsociated Press.)}—The~ na- 


val. urt of inquiry which inves- 


_. tigated the conduct of marines in 


Haiti reported to Secretary Daniels 
today that there “had been no prop- 
er grounds” for the statement by 
Brigadier General George Barnett, 
_ former commandant of the marine 
corps, that the merican occupation 
forces had been guilty of “practi 
cally indiscriminate killing” of Hal. 
tians. 

After careful survey of conditions 
the court,. presided over by Rear 
_ Admiral Henry T. Mayo, found that 
General Barnett’s charges were “ill- 
considered, regrettable and thor- 
oughly unwarranted reflections” on 
the work of the marine corps in 
Haiti, adding that the corps had 
performed difficult, dangerous and 
delicate duty worthy of the highest 
commendation. 

Evidence Insufficient. 

The marines virtually were given 
a clean bill by the court, which 
declined to r°commend trial by 
court-martial of Freeman Lang, of 
Los Angeles, and Doras Williams, 
of Birmingham, Ala., charged by 
native witnesses at the Port Au 
Prince hearing with the murder of 
Haitians. Indeed, the Lang and 
Williams cases were not mentioned, 
and naval officials explained that 
this meant that evidence against 
them was not deemed sufficient to 
demand criminal prosecution. 

In all “isolated” cases of unjus- 
tiflable conduct by marines the 
court found that disciplinary action 
already had been taken. xg 

The findings, as made public, were 
approved by Secretary Daniels and 
Major. General John A. Lejeune, 
commandant of the marine corps. 

The full text of the court’s find- 
ings follows: | 

Court’s Findings. 

The court finds that two unjus- 
tifiable homicides have been com- 
mitted, one each by two of the per- 
sonnel of the United States naval 
service which has served in Haiti 
since the 28th of July, 1915, and 
that sixteen other serious acts of 
violence have been perpetrated 
against citizens of Haiti during the 
same period by individuals of such 
personnel. aw 

The court finds further that these 


offenses were all isolated acts of 
individuals and that in every case 
the responsible party was duly 
‘brought to trial before a general 


court-martial, convicted -and sen- 
tenced. 

The court has found no evidence 
of the commissivn of any other un- 
justifiable homicides or other seri- 
ous unjustifiable acts of oppression 
or of violence against any of the 
citizens of Haiti or unjustifiable 
' damage or destruction of their prop- 
erty caused by any of the personnel: 
in question. 

In view’ of the fact that the only 
anjustifiable acts found by the court 


in the matter, the court has no 
deemed it necessary to report fur- 
ther upon the question of respon- 


sibility. : 
Cenclusiens. 
Referring to paragraph 2 of the 
report, it is the conclusion of the 


court that there Jave been no prop- 
er grounds for the statement that 
“practically indiscriminate ki 

of natives has been gone on for 
somt time,” as alleged in the let- 
ter from Brigadier General George 
Barnett, United States marine corps, 
to Colonei John H. Russell, United 
States marine corps. 

Referring to the amendment to 
the precept, calling for the conclu- 
sions of the court as to e general 
conduct of the personnel of the na- 
val service in Haiti since July 28, 
1915, the court does not consider 
that the small number of isolated 
crimes, or offenses that have been 
committed by a few individuals of 
the service anton, 2 the period in 
question are entitled to any consid- 
erable weight, in forming a conclu- 
siom as to the general conduct of 
guch personnel. It was inevitable 
that some offenses would be com- 
mitted. However, considering the 
conditions of service in Haiti, it is 
remarkable that the offenses were 
so few in number and that they ail 
may be chargeable to the defects of 
fhuman character; such defects as re- 
sult in the commission of similar 
effenses i¢ the United States and 
elsewhere in the best regulated 
communities. . 

Results Cited. 


The general conduct of our troops 
of occupation can be fairly judged 
by the results of that occupation. 

Now for the first time in more 
than «a hundred years tranquillity 
and security of life and property 
may be said to prevail in Haiti. 

The Haitian people themselves 
welcomed the coming of our men, 
a one unwilling to have them de- 
part. 

The establishment and mainte- 
nance of tranquil conditions and the 
security of life and property. all 
over fhe republic of Haiti has been 
an drdudus and dangerous and 
thankless task. That task our mda- 
rines have performed with fidelity 
and great gallantry. 

The court cannot refrain from re- 
cording its opinion of much, and 
that the most serious part, of the 
reflections which have been made 
upon the officers who have served 
in Haiti, | 

The outstanding characteristic of 
those officers, from the brigade 
commander down, has been their 
sympathetic attitude toward every 
step that would lead to a better- 
mert of the country and to improve- 
ment in the physical, mental and 
moral conditions of the population. 

-With siender resources and inade- 
quate administrative authority, they 
have accomplished much, where any- 
thing more than suppression of or- 
— insurrection seemed impos- 
sible 


The above remarks apply with‘ 


particular force to those officers 
and enlisted men of. the arine 
corps who have been serving as 
officers of the gendarmerie of Haiti. 

After a careful study of the mat- 
ters in issue, based not only on the 
evidence in the record, but, also, 
upon other original and _ reliable 
sources of information, and _ the 
tourt’s own observations while in 
Haiti, the court regards the charges 
which have been published as iil 
considered, regrettable and thor- 
Oughly unwarranted reflections on‘a 
portion of the United States marine 
corps which has performed difficult, 
dangerous and delicate duty in Haiti 
in a manner which, instead of call- 
ing for adverse criticism, is entitled 
to the highest commendation. 

The record of the proceedings of 
this twenty-first day of the inquiry 


‘was read and approved, and. the 


court having finished the inquiry, 
then, at 11 o’clock a. m., adjourned 
to await the action of the convening 
authority. ee °

may resultein America from 
the efforts of the thousands of free 
lance writers who are attempting to 
produce scenarios for the screen. 
Only those who spend their days in 
the scenario department of a great 
motion picture studio can never begin 
to appreciate the difficulties of the 
lay scenarist, or know in what num- 
bers this species exists. 

Thomas Geraghty, production editor 
in the eastern studios of the Famous 
Players-Lasky Corporation, believes 
fully two million Americans are trying 

to sell scenarios they have written. 
a while not one in many hundreds 
ever succeed in presenting an accept- 
able idea, the result of these labors 
will be something like a fresh breed 
of writers, Mr. Geraghty believes. 
Many Manuscripts Read. 

Hundreds of so-called .original 
scripts are read weekly by Mr. Ger- 
aghty and the assistants in his depart- 
ment and he offers little encourage- 
ment to the amateur scenarist. 

“No one,” he says, “who is without 
the practice, contact and association 
obtained in a studio and with pro- 
ducers of motion pictures ever will be 
able to produce a finished scenario. 
You can no more learn to write a 
scenario by mail than you could learn 
aviation or music through that meth- 
od. 

“It simply can’t be done. It is the 
old story of technique. The scenario 
is essentially a technical thing; the 
competent scenarist is a technician. 

“To write a scenario that will be of 
use to the producer one must be fa- 
miliar with the studio and its work- 
ings. He must know something of 
photography and the limitations of the 
camera: he must know a little of 
stagecraft—what scenes are possible 

and he must know architecture, fur- 
nishings, costuming and many other 
things,, including lighting effects, which 
latter Inight be placed under the head 
of photograp ™, 

Reqursites Unknown. 

“The plumber, the merchant, the 
doctor or other laymen is not familiar 
with these technical requisites. But 
an ignorance of one or all of these 
necessary features is not frequently 
the cause of our rejection of the thou- 
sands of manuscripts which are mailed 
to us. The motion picture enthusiast 
can not be expected to learn stage- 
craft in all its varying essentials; he 
can not become an architect or an ef- 
ficient photographer. And still perhaps 
be can furnish the idea for a picture, 
an idea that will be extraordinarily 
successful to the producer and very 
valuable to him. 

. “The idea is the thing—almost ey- 

erything. No matter how crudely tho 
story is written, regardless of: its 
faults of construction, if the idea is 


there that is enough for the techuni- 
cians, 

“The lay producer of ideas may be- 
come very successful without ever be- 
coming a technician. And you can’t 
hope to learn much from text books, 
except perhaps, to steer away from the 
commonest faults. 

“If I may do so I would like to sug- 
gest something to the amateur scena- 
rio writers: 

Plots Played Out. 

“What the producer wants is not plots 
but stories built about themes. There 
are only a few plots, there are thou- 
sands literall¥ thousands of themes; 
almost as many as there are nouns. 

“Every kind of a plot that can ever 
be done has been done. Ther are 
only a few elements in a story, no 
matter how it is treated. But themes 
are different. Take the theme fear, 
for instance; or shame or greed or 
obstinacy, or any of the human traits. 

‘“Get your theme well in mind. Then 
sew it through your plot, weave it 
through eyery tissue of your fabric. 
Build the plot about the. superstruc- 
ture of your theme, if you would rath- 
er say it that way. 

“The plot must be one of the “things 

that has been done since our first an- 
cestor told his son the story of the 
day’s hunt. But dress it up in a 
theme anf you may have something 
worth while. 
. “A new school in literature is being 
created through the medium of motion 
pictufes. Show me a man or woman 
who at some period in his or her life 
has not felt the urge to tell or write 
a story. We actually feel in stories, 
associating in our senses a combina- 
tion of events; and we are coming to 
feel in pictures—eye flashes of these 
incidents or events. 


The Story Tellers. 
“Not a day passes hardly, in the life 
of the average human that he does not 


relate some happening to a fellow be- 
ing. We all do it. The whole world 
tells stories. 

“At some time in its development a 
great ‘part of the world has tried to 
write his story. How many men in 
varied walks of life, I wonder, have 
the first act of a play or the first 
chapter of a novel hidden away? The 
construction of a novel is at best a 
tedious thing. The writing of a short 
story or play is not only tedious but 
technical. The interest flags, the bud- 
ding author or playwright has not the 
patience, which you know, is synon- 
omous with genius, and his work is un- 
finished. Perhaps many great writers 
—or call them  story-tellers—have 
been lost through laziness or lack of 
intellectual equipment to put their 
story or play through. 

Synopsis fn Hour. 
“Now a motion picture plot, the bare 


synopsis, innocent or style or tech- 
nique, may be written in an hour or 
so after it is clear in the author’s 
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brain. If the idea is what the pro- 
ducer wants and the author finds en- 
couragement he probably will develop; 
branching out until he becomes a full- 
fledged and successful writer. 

“The medium of the screen affords 
the lazy man: encouragement; there is 
the money he is paid. The patient lit- 
erary workman toils months, perhaps 
years on his novel and when complet- 
ed it may be rejected, or it may not be 


‘ received well and the author’s royalty 


is a paltry renumeration for his la- 
bors. 

“No such money as is paid by mo- 
tion picture producers for ideas ever 
was paid by publishers. The producer 
will give thousands for a single good 
idea, no matter how crudely given 
him. 

Short and Snappy. 
“A few days ago a man came ‘into 


the executive offices here and present- 


A 


ed his idea in a three-minute conver- 
sation. 

“I will give you $10,000 for that, just 
as it stands,” the executive who heard 
him offered. 

“You hear charges. of piracy and 
theft of ideas fromthe layman. A 
man writes his scenario and sends it 
to us and itis rejected. Some time lat- 
er the same man sees the general idea 
he had attempted to convey, presented 
on the screen and immediately sets up 
the cry of plagarism. 

“There is plagarism in scenario 
writing, but it is not that of the pro- 
ducer; it is plagarism of the lay writ- 
er. 

“Stolen story after 
comes offered as original. 
occasions I have received scripts 
whose stories had been taken from 
scenarios I wrote myself, and in some 
cases the trouble had not been taken 
to change even the names of the char- 


stolen, story 
On several 
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acters. Sometimes, I believe this 
plagarism is unconscious; a person 
merely writes something which he has 


seen or read and which he honestly 


may believe is original. 

“More than once we have recetred 
stories stolen bodily from old books, 
the persons offering the scenarios be- 
Heving we might not detect theft. 
Every time a great success is &chieved 
in pictures we are fidoded with sev- 
eral hundred treatments of the same 
story, the theft very thinly veiled. 

Producers Willing to Pay. 


“There was a time in the old days 


of motion picture production when 
companies. did steal stories. But fhat 
day is gone. Ideas are so scarce and 
difficult to obtain we are all happy 
when we receive a new one. Produc- 
ers are. eager, even anxious to estab- 
lish their reputations for paying large 
prices for good ideas. 

The Screen Writers Guild, an off- 
shoot of the Authors’ League of 
America, recently was organized for 
the sole purpose of protecting writers 
for the screen. They have established 
means of copywriting scenarios for 50 
cents. Any one with an idea he wants 
protected may mail acopy of his 
scenario to the Screen Writers’ Guild 
in New York at the same time he sends 
his copy to the producer, and he will 
be assured of protection from plagar-

O one ever thinks of the man 
N who makes the motion pic- 
tures. Yet the cameraman 
knows more about them than any one 
else concerned in the technical end cf 
the work and he is a tyrant in his own 
way. Constant observation has taught 
him things about stars that they are 
unconscious of themselves... Here are 
some of the things the cameraman at 
the studios of the Famous Players-

HY doesn’t beauty always 
make good on-the screen? 
There are several things 
that constitute beauty, such as color- 
ing, expression, animation, proportion, 
contour and so forth. One of the most 
important of these is coloring, which, 
of course, is not reproduced by the mo- 
tion picture camera. On, the other 
hand, contour, beautiful lines and fea- 
tures are faithfully recorded. We often 
hear the expression, “The camera does 
not lie,” but when it comes to photo- 
graphing color it certainly does. It 
does not even record the relative value 
of colors as seen by the eye. 
A person with only fair features but 
beautiful complexion, clear biv@ eyes 


That the Movie Camera Refuses 


and auburn & might be considered 
to possess beauty, but on being photo- 
graphed the resulting picture would 
show a rather muddy complexion, 
black hair, and very pale, washed-out 
appearing ey@. Make-up, of course, 
is the usual method to make the skin 
appear smooth on the screen, but this 
smoothness does not compare to the 
beauty of a pink and white complexion 
as seen by the eye. Auburn hair can 
be made to appear blond by keeping 
an abnormal amount of light on it, but 
-there are times in an interior set for 
motion picture work that this would 
be bad technique, as apparently there 
is no logical source for such extreme 
overhead illumination. 


The Subject of Light. 

The still portrait photographer can 
work wonders by retouching, but in 
cinematography make-up of the artist's 
face has to accomplish the same pur- 
pose. For every person there is al- 
ways some particular lighting which 
portrays him or her to the best 
vantage. It occasionally happens 
owing to the design and construction 
of sets and improper lighting facilities, 
it is impossible to photograph them 
properly and do them entire justice. 
Poor lighting by the cameraman or 
bad laboratory work will make even 


a 


the most beautiful appear positively 
ugly on the screen. 

Finally, in determining whether 
persons will screen well, analyze their 
beauty. If it consists of beauty of 
contour and feature, and the eyes are 
not too light in color, they are from a 
Photographic standpoint at least 
screen possibilities. | 

Note—I have in mind a girl of good 
features, who has jet-black hair, 
which she wears brushed straight back 
of her horehead. She has black eyes, 
insists on using a very light makeup 
and seems partial to white waists. 
This presents such a contrast that It 
is almost impossible to do justice to 
her photographically. Yet she is con- 
sidered beautiful. The camera does 
not record extreme contrasts well. 


What Camera Won't De. 

Here are some things a camera will 
not do: 

Photograph objects by a light in 
which they are clearly visible to the 
eye, such as exteriors at night, in- 
teriors of homes and public buildings 
with natural illumination. I am, of 
course, referring to a motion picture 


camera—photographing «scenes in 
whith there is action. ' 
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such as dark buildings and sky with 
light clouds. 

Render scenes so they will appear 
truly stereoscopic; that isso that 
people or objects inthe foreground 
stand out boldly in relief from the 
background. ’ 

Photograph colors. 

Photograph color contrasts as the 
eye sees them. 

Photograph objects near the camera 
and far away absolutely sharp at the 
same time. 

Here are some 
crank:

Producer Cecil B. 
DeMille Discusses 
All-Star Pictures 


BY CECIL B. DEMILLE. 


Fewer and better pictures has 
long been the slogan of this organi- 
zation. To a large extent we have 
lived up to this motto during the 
past year. But it will remain for 
the coming year to see this idea 
carried into complete operation by 
means of the new all-star produc- 


.tion policy which the Famous Play- 


ers-Lasky corporation will shortly 
put into effect. 


Several years ago I tried the ex- 
periment of producing a non-star 
picture. Experts of that day said 
such a.Picture could not hope to 
succeed. On the contrary, the picture 
succeeded as no other picture has 
succeeded. 

The present plan of this organiza- 
tion is an enlargement of that early 
idea. It will mean that pictures 
made under this new policy will see 
stars of real magnitude appearing 
together in one production which 
will excel in quality anything pre- 
viously attempted on the screen. 
This quality will begin with the 
scenario which will be the work of 
the greatest specialists in thig high- 
ly specialized field of screen work. 
It will continue through the direc- 
torial labor which will be entrusted 
to men of proven ability and the 
highest artistic capabilities. Stage 
settings for these special produc- 
tions will be the work of master ar- 
tists. Costuming will be in the 
hands of the fashion dictators of 
the world. This combination with 
a truly stellar cast cannot but re- 
sult in pictures that will establish 
a new mark in the photo-dramatic 
world, 

So much for better pictures. But 
this policy will result in fewer pic- 
tures, thus making “fewer and bet- 
ter pictures” a living reality. This 
will be brought about by the pro- 
longed rung which pictures of this 
type will enjoy. 

At the present time there is a 
large class of theaters throughout 
the country that change pictures 
weekly. These theaters therefore 
consume fifty-two pictures each 
year. 

If these same theaters recolive 
and ‘use the forthcoming all-star 
productions, it is safe to assume 
that many of these special picsures 
will play extended . engagements. 
Whereas a few years ago we were 
delighted when a picture ran for 
a week or two, today we aré¢ pro- 
ducing pictures that Play evgage- 
ments of weeks without causing un- 
usual comment. If this is true of 
present productions, it is safe to 
assume that the superior pictures 
of the future will draw capacity 
houses for months. _ 

Every long run picture will cut 
down the number of pictures which 
the individual exhtbitor will pur- 
chase in the course of a year. The 
weaker, motiveless picture will be 
forced out and “fewer and better 
pictures” will survive. 

According to my present plans, I 
shall produce not more than four 
and not less than two pictures each 
year. This fact in itself is worthy 
vf comment when it is remembered 
that barely six years ago I produced 
fourteen pictures in one year. Those 
pictures seemed good at that time. 
Yet, workin no less strenuously 
today, I find that I can only pro- 
duce three pictures per year. 

At this rate it Is not altogether 
improbable that the future may see 
pictures which will require a year 
in the manne, This time would 
be well spent if the finished photo- 
play were to enjoy a run of several 
months in the principal show houses 

the country. 
ag half dozen years ago we made 
four times as many pictures as we 
make covey to play brief me 
ments in the best theaters. oday 
we are making fewer pictures which 
play longer engagements. As time 
goes on we shall see the number of 
productions. shrink as the quality 
improves and the engagements 


' lengthen.

Plies to graduates of motion pic 
ture schools as well as to any ond 
else, and it therefore can be easily 
seen that a course of training in 
such a school is a waste of time 
and money. 

“From time to time I receive va- 
rious letters from people asking for 
my advice as to whether a cours¢ 
of training in a school of acting 
would be of any help to one contem- 
plating a motion picture career. In 
every case I have personally strong- 
ly advised against it, and the less 
patronage these schools receive the 
sooner they will have to go out of 
busiriess.”

Short Cuts on the Screen Road 1]

Il—BE NATURAL. 
Don't think you have to be a dif- 
ferent person when you enter @ 
motion picture studio. I have seen 


'so many girls whose chances for 


success have been ruined by affec- 
tdtion, by a feeling that they must 
strain for some extraordinary ef- 
fect in order to “‘make a hit” with 
both public and director. 

There is no fallacy more un- 
true. If you are valuable to a di- 
rector it is either because you are 
a “type” or an “ideal.” If your 
value lies in the fact that you fit 
certain sort of character—it is i 
Perative that you be natural, for it 
is your personality that the direc- 
tor wants, needs to fill out his 
cast. 

Sam Wood, who has directed me 
in recent pictures, tells a story that 
is illustrative. of this point. An old 
man with long-flowing whiskers 
was vitally needed in a certain pro- 
duction. Many applicants were in- 
terviewed, but none had quite the 
required hairy growth and general 


appearance. 
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Then one day an old G. A. R. 
veteran was fougd, just the type. 
He was called for rehearsal two 
days later. 

Imagine the surprise, then, to 
find that the veteran, excited by 
his debut in “pitchers,” had shaved 
off every bit of the treasured hir- 
sute darnment! Not a whisker re- 
mained in sight. , 

Of course, that 
case. Every day, however, some 
newcomer on the lot makes the 
mistake of affecting mannerisms 
foreign to hig or her character. 

Make your “type” more telling 
by study of dramatic technique— 
but if you have a personality that 
has proven value don’t try to 
change it and become somebody 
entirely different. 

If you are an “ideal,” if you 
epitomize to the public their ideas 
as to what constitutes youthful 
charm and beauty, it is more essen- 
tial than ever that you retain a 
complete naturalness. Affected 
mannerisms can destroy beauty 
quicker than any single influence.

Barely Enough Money 
to Keep Open, and Not 
Enough to Properly 
Function, Says W. W. 
Gaines. 


Declaring that the Carnegie 
library of Atlanta is receiving bare- 
ly enough funds to keep it open, 
without enough money to properly 
function, W. W. Gaines, president 
of the board of trustees of the in- 
stitution, announced Saturday night 
that on account of the city failing 
to meet certain important require- 
ments the whole system is now fac- 
ing a crisis and unless the situation 
is remedied there is danger of los- 
ing the library school. 


The po -vility. of losing the 
school has been brought about by 
vacancies on the staff and inade- 
quate funds to meet the demands 
upon the entire system. This state- 


ment of Mr. Gaines was made fol- 
lowing the report to Mayor James L. 


Key, of City Librarian Miss Tommie 
Dora Baker,’ for the year 1920, in 
which it was recommended substan- 
tial fncreases in salaries be granted, 
two additional assistants provided, 
prov.-'_n made for the maintenance 
of a negro library and a book fund 
adequate to meet demands of the 
present system and supply deposits 


of books to’ institutions that would 
become distributing centers. 
Not Enough to Function. 

“It is possible to give an insti- 
tution just énough funds to keep it 
alive, but not enough to permit it 
to function,” said the president. 


“And this is exactly what Atlanta is 


doing in the way of current support 
of its librray. It is a mistaken pol- 
icy, and the system is, indeed, fac- 
ing a crisis. Atlanta was selected 
by Mr. Carnegie as the location of 
the only library school in the south 
for the training of librarians. There 
ure only twelve of the schools in 
the country.” ° 

Many Atlanta girls have in the 
past taken advantage of the oppor- 
tunity to prepare themselves for 
this vocation, said Mr. Gaines. But 
this year for the first time in the 
history. of the school there is not 
an Atlanta girl in the class, while no 
persons can be attracted here from 
other cities to work in the libraries 
cn account of the much higher sal- 
aries paid elsewhere, he said. With 
far less preparation a young woman, 
it was pointed out, may go into oth- 
er work at a far better salary. 

“Unless the city meets certain 
requirements to enable the Carnegie 
library to maintain its standard of 
“a seat qualified, competent staff, it 
is doubtful whether it can retain 
the school,” he said. “The loss of 
the library school would mean an 
actual’ cash loss of thousands of 
dollars to the city, as it would then 
have to maintain a training class 
of its own at its own expense, and 
wo to the north for heads of va- 
rious departments, with small 
chahce of meeting success.on ac- 
count of the much higher salaries 
paid there.” 

| General Conditions, 

In speaking of the general condi- 
tion of the library system, Presi- 
cent Gaines referred to the follow- 
ing portions of the librarian’s re- 
sort: ’ 
“The outstanding feature of the 
year’s work is the gg a of 
the plan for a branch libra for 
the negroes—a plan that is at last to 
hecome a reality after years of en- 
deavor. The contract for the build- 
‘ing has been let and it will be com- 
pleted, equipped, and ready to oc- 
cupy by May 1, 1921—the whole 
plant to cost $50,000. 

“When the library board began 
to investigate plans it was found 
that $25,000 was entirely inadeyuate 
to put up a building to meet the 
present demands and that $50,000 
was need d if suitable library fa- 
cilities vere to be provided. With 
the su cess the library’s effort 
you are already 

it was in large 
your support and 
city appropriated 
the building. The 
matter was ie -presented to the 
county commigstoners of Fulton 
county, who appropriated $10,000 on 
condition that the library board 
raise the oe gag ty $5,000 of the 
$50,000 needed, Without putting on 
a public campaign the board has 
raised through private appeals the 
remaining $5,000. The responses to 
the letters sent out making the re- 
quest for subacriptions indicate the 
seneral satisfaction and approval 
with which this move to provide a 
municipally supported library for 
the negroes of Atlanta is viewed 
and several hundred citizens sub- 
eerie in amounts ranging from $1 
t y ; 

“The library has 18 full-time peo- 
ple on its staff. Only five of the 
positions have been filled consecu- 
tively during 1920. There have been 
\7 people on the staff of the library 
curing 1920—an average of five peo- 
ple in each position. The only rea- 
son that the library is in any way 
wble to operate or even Keep its 
‘oors open with this small staff is

Arthur C rew Inman’s New Book, 


“Red Autumn,” Praised by Harman: 


There has come to Atlanta from 
the well-known publishing house of 
E. P. Dutton & Co., New York, a 
new book by Arthur Crewe Inman, 
bearing the unique title, “Red Au- 
tumn.” Some years ago Mr. In- 
man’s first book of poems appeared 
and as a foreword to that volume 
I wrote these lines of appreciation: 

“I envy the bright years that 
stretch before the young author of 
‘One Who Dreamed,’ the glory-col- 
ored years of youth, when hope 
casts its holiest glamor across his 
path. Arthur Inman bDelongs to 
that other class of singers—the 
Keats and Shelly school—whose 
work is fired by the inspiration 
which youth and genius alone can 
put into song. This first book from 
his pen, written before he was 21, 
will mark a new epoch in southern 
poetry.” > 

Those who read “One Who 
Dreamed” and who have had the 
pleasure of reading this later book 


by the gifted young author will eas- 
ily see that my forecast was cor- 
rect, for “Red Autumn” shows a 
decided advance in literary effort— 
so much so that his friends every- 
where now look to his future as 
fixed, and henceforth, as in _ the 
past, his advancement will be rapid. 

Mr. Inman’s work has all the 
marks of an artist with rare gifts, 
and when we consider his youth, 
together with what he has already 
written, we cannot help setting for 
him a high place in the domain of 
poetry. Into all of his poems the 
delicate touch of the real artist is 
seen and felt. His very soul is 
aglow with a sympathy for all that 


work that untrained people can do 
60 that it is absolutely necessary 
for the regular staff to be well 
trained and competent people.

Smaller Proportion. 


“The Atlanta library has a small- 
er proportion of the city’s revenue 
than the library of any other south- 
ern city. For the amount of work 
done the Atlanta library has a 
smaller staff than the $2 other cit- 
ies of her class. The average num- 
ber on the staff in other cities is 
37, while Atlanta has 18. 

“A great deal of work that needs 
to be done to keep the organization 
of the library in working condition 
has had to be pushed aside in order 
that simply the current demands 
might be taken care of. 
is the same as with any piece of 
machinery. It can go on for a time 
without repairs, but eventually it 
will cease to function. 
condition of the library at present, 
and it is imperative that we have 
more help in order to restore the 
tools with which to operate and to 
incregse our operating capacity. In 
a recent ‘report on salaries of li- 
brarians’ made by the Minneapolis 
Civic and Commerce association and 
sent out over the country, giving 
the results of a survey of salaries 
paid librarians in various cities, At- 
lanta is in the very lowest group 
throughout her scale of salaries. 

Referring to general use of the 


libraries, Mr. Gaines stated that the# 


report showed that the circulation 
of books for the year was as fol- 
lows: 

Main library, 230,140; Anne Wal- 
lace branch, 28,556; south branch, 
45,704; Oakland Cty branch, 10,124: 
a branch, 18,145; total, 


Reference Department. 


In the reference department 18,- 
904 people were served; material on 
126 debates was provided, and 832 
special lists were supplied, he said. 
The story hour attendance was 3,- 
837; reading room attendance, 638,- 
095; total recorded use of the li- 
brary, 23,505. Six thousand four 
hundred and fourteen new members 
who had never been members be- 
fore joined during the year. The to- 
tal active membership was 37,088. 
Mr. Gaines stated. 

“It is impossible to‘ convey by 
the mere tabulation of statistics 
just what the library means to the 
hundreds of people who daily take 
books from its shelves, for it is 
only by the merest chance that a 
borrower will have occasion to tell 
some one Of the staff of what spe- 
cific use a book has been to him,” 
said Mr. Gaines. “For instance, one 
user of the library said recently 
that the information that he found 
in one sentence in one of the tech- 
nical journals in the reference de- 
partment had been worth $10,000 to 
him in his business. There are 
many similar instances that could 
be related of how thé library serves 
its borrowers and thus contributes 
to the material progress of the city, 
Books on industry, business, sci- 
engineering and the trades 
are in constant demand. 

“Of equal importance with the 
utilitarian use of the library is its 
reace as a medium of education, 
recreation and intellectual inspira- 
tion and enrichment of the life of 
the community. It is a significant 
fac} that the books in the clags of 
pufe literature have a larger circu- 
lation than any other one class of 
books in the hbrary,” he continued. 
“This would indicate a very decid- 
ed interest on the part of a large 
number of people in books as a 
medium of aesthetic expression. As 
the library is the only institution 
maintained for adults by the city 
not concerned merely with the phy- 
sical well-being and safety of its 
people—important as this is—but 
with the enrichment of the life of 
the individual, it emphasizes only 
the more strongly the necessity for 
such financial support as will en- 
able it to make the most of this op- 
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This is the; 


The result} 
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is beautiful in life and in nature. 
‘He writes from impulse and wit 
such feeling that a part of his very 
heart goes into e delicate lines 
of his verse. This mastery over 
thes delicate touches which make 
real poetry is very marked in this 
new book, over the one issued a 
few years ago.

The first poem in the new volume 
and the one from which the book 
takes ‘its name, “Red Autumn,” 
burns with a me eed of feeling 
which arouses and holds the reader: 


“Arise, O Dreamer! Feel 
The pulse of a beat! 
‘Awake! The air is wine; 
The world is at your feet, 
Arrayed in magic tints 
And hung with void of blue! 
Arise and seek the hills! 
Red Autumn calls to you! 


Arise, O Dreamer! View 

The shimmering, sapphire sea! 
Awake! The golden sun 

Speeds on eternity; 

And life, ah, life is brief— 

So give to life its due! 
Arise and seek the hills! 

Red Autumn calls to you!” 

All the promises which came to 
us in Mr. Inman’s first book are 
made good in this second volume 
from his pen. Bécause he loves the 
sea, the sky, sunshine, stars, clouds 
—the things “not made with hands” 
—he sings out of a full heart—all 
ablaze with the fire of youth. 


The following lines from “Treas- 
ure,” shows the ripened philosophy 
of this youthful author: 


“T tell you: 
He who can catch the faint elusive 


spel 

That comes with ending night or 
fading day 

Is richer far than he who holds 
the wealth 

Of Midas at his idle soul’s com- 
mand.” 


I Gave never been in sympathy 
with or had much love for that new 
school of poetry called “free verse,” 
mothered by Miss Amy Lowell. To 
my way of thinking, more dog- 
gerel has been sent forth under its 
Me tere than the literary world should 
allow. In the days of Byron, Keats 
and Shelly, when English poetry 
no doubt reached its age of high- 
est excellence, ‘this modern stuff 
called verse libre would have been 
laughed to scorn. 

Influence of New School. 

However, we must admit that 
some beautiful things have been 
written in this new but misguided 


school. In “Red Autumn” Mr. In- 
man shows a decided inclination to 
follow the. Amy Lowell cult and 
some of his efforts in this line de- 
serve much credit. We believe, 
however, that his reputation will be 
greatly enhanced if he will stick 
to the old school of red-blooded 
poetry. To produce this latter re- 
quires greater effort, more careful 
work, tactful handling of words and 
rhymes, yet in the end it will pay 
and add greatly to Mr. Inman’s rep- 
utation. 

To show how well our author ac- 
quits himself in this new field this 


quotation from “On a Summer's 

Day,” will be of interest. 

“One chooses one’s seat by the 
trail-side, 

Gray moss for a cushion, 

Old log for a back: 

One sits oneself by the trail-side; 

One fills up one’s pipe; 

One looks about; 

Before one’s feet, the trail, 

Black loam, gray rocks 

And aerolated roots; 

Across the trail, white birches, 

Slim and tall 

Topping a tangled greening; 

Above the trail, a rift of blue: 

One lights one’s pipe 

Sinks back upon the moss and calls 
up dreams— 

One is content.” 


I regret that want of space will 
not admit of more quotations from 
“Red Autumn.” Mr. Inman has lots 
of friends in Atlanta and the com- 
ing of this new book from his pen 
will mean much to those who love 
him and have watched his upward 
rise in the world of letters. For 
years he has studied his art with a 
devotion that must, in the end, 
bring abundant results. Thorough- 
ly in love with his work, with 
ample leisure to cultivate it to the 
fullest extent, Arthur Crewe Inman 
has set a pace exceeded by few 
authors under twenty-five. With 
two books already to his credit and 
a mass of literary material as yet 
unpublished, the south is proud of 
her son and will henceforth look to 
him as a rising star in our ppetic 
firmament.

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Georgia Highways. Get 
$2,402,911 Federal Aid 


During the Year. .° 


The state highway department of 
Georgia Saturday made public a de- 


highway construction which have 
been expended in Georgia in the 
calendar year now drawing to a 
close. , 

The statement shows that the 
total expenditures has been $2,402,- 
911.74, while the total highway con- 


struction completed during . the 
year, with a combination of fed- 


eral, state and county funds, has 
been $5,724,204.18. 

Since the beginning of federal aid 
for highway construction and run- 
ning down to June 30, 1921, which 
will be the close of the present fis- 
cal year of the federal government, 
there will have been apportioned to 


Georgia from the federal treasury 
for highway construction t sum 
total of $7,000,000. The futuré pro- 
gram of the federal government 
for aiding states in highway con- 
struction is to be determined. by 
congress, Several] Ddills are pending. 
One provides for a continuance of 
ail for the states in constructing a 
general system of highways, while 
another provides for the building of 
two or threé trans-continentdl high- 
ways at federal expense and to be 
maintained by the federal govern- 


ment. 
Want State Aid. 

Officials of the state highway de- 
partment of Georgia are hoping for 
a continuance of the present policy 
of aid for the states, inasmuch as 
the construction of a few trans-con- 
tinental highways would benefit 
only the particular localities 
through which they passed. 

Counties in Georgia which have 
supplemented the state and federal 
funds of their own have thereby ens 
dbled the state highway department 
to go forward promptly with the 
construction of the links of the 
state highway system located in 
those counties. In>this .connection 
the state highway board made the 
following statement: 

“It is highly advantageous to 
counties to supply funds of their 
cwn to supplement the state and 
federal funds. For example: The 
state and federal funds prorated to 
the counties in a given con- 
gressfonal] district may not be suf- 
ficient to inaugurate on a large 
scule the construction of state high- 
way roads in that district, whereas 
the addition of county funds would 
enable the department to go for- 
ward at-once and complete the prin- 
cipal projects. Thus would the 
counties get immediate benefits in- 
stead of waiting on piece-meal con- 
struction. Under the state highway 
law every county contributing to 
the construction of a state highway 
project shall be given credit there- 
for, and when the entire system 
(4,800 miles) has been completed 
sach counties shall be entitled to a 
refund of their contributions. 

Good Investmént. 

“The state highway board is firm- 
ly convinced, after investigation, 
that every dollar invested in high- 
way improvement brings back $10 
in the form of increased land values. 
Land in Florida which could be 
bought for $5 an acre not many 
years ago igs now being sold for 
$100 as the direct result of im- 
proved highways.”

One column shows the amount of 
federal funds expended in each 
county and the other column shows 
the total expended in each county, 
counting federal, state and county

ENTRANCE OF U. S. 
IS EXPECTED. 


This would not be impoPtant now 
were it not for the fact that the 
ideas which were thus set afloat in 
Europe, the conception as to Ameri- 
ca’s view of her mission in the 
world, the possibilities for the 
world of American participation in 
the league and in world reconstruc- 
ton remain and are disclosed again 
and again in just such circum- 
stances as the Tittoni proposal at 
Geneva and in the Keyneés- repeti- 
tion of the debt cancellation 
stheme.. Thus it is not too much to 
say that Europe still looks forward 
to American entrance into the 
league of nations in somegfashion 
as an event which will in a great 
measure revive the Paris hopes of 
American generosity. 

Now the best possible indication 
6f what Europe expected of us— 
and still in some measure expects of 
us, is contained in the separate 
proposals which were advanced by 
various nations during the Paris 
conference and are the natural fore- 
runners of the Tittoni proposal at 
Geneva. Thus one of the financial 
plans most urgently championed by 
the French, contemplated pooling 
all of the costs of the war and then 
apportioning the share of each na- 
tion on the basis of their popula- 
tion and resources. Thus the United 
States, undenably the richest of the 
nations comprising the alliance 
against Germany, would have found 
the actual cost of the annual taxa- 
tion imposed by war expenditures 
increased by not less than 30 per 
cent. ‘Canada and Japan would have 
been called upon to bear increased 
burdehs, but the French and the 
British would have had their bur- 


ll per cent, respectively. For obvi- 
ous reasons this proposal was in- 
continently rejected. It woyld ac- 
tually have added to our war bur- 
den the interest charge upon not 
less than $50,000,000,000. 


FRENCH 
\*CULD BENEFIT. 


The same idea was then emboidied 
in the proposal that the total of 
war costs should be pooled and then 
redivided upon the basis of the 
death lists of the respective ,coun- 
tries, those who had suffered most 
on the battlefield to be required to 
make the smallest payments in 
money. This proposal “also came 
from the French. 
this would have been to multiply 
the burdens of the United States 
and Japan enormously and: it, too, 
fell by the wayside. 

But although the first two ven- 
tures toward international com- 
munism were unsuccessffil, the prin- 
ciple was not surrendered by the 
various European states most con- 
cerned, This was due in no smal) 
degree to the tone taken by Presi- 
dent Wilson and by the Americans 
in Paris, to the daily and hourly 
emphasis of American idealism, of 
American purpose to lend its 
mighty reSources to rebulding the 
world. It is not too much to say 
that in the eye of the European 
nations the United States, mainly 
as a consequence of the public and 
private utterances of Americans in 
Paris Officially and unofficially 
came to assume the benevolent as- 
Pect of Santa Claus himself, 


wILSON 
SYMPATHETIC. 


Although President Wilson had 
rejected the first two of the Euro- 
pean endeavors to achieve a povl- 
ing and redivision of war costs, M. 
Tardieu now tells us that he was 
intensely sympathetic with the Eu- 
ropean situation and consented - tu 
such provisions in the treaty of 
Versailles as would ~énable the al- 
liés to dispose in the United States 
of those bonds issued by Germany 
and turned over to them as a por- 
tion of the reparation. Of course, 
this meant in practice, that the 
United States would presentiy re- 
ceive from her HKuropean associates 
who were her debators the larger 
portion of the German bonds and 
thus become the nation most inter- 
ested in compelling Gern g@g to 
pay up.

AMERICANS 
PUZZLED. 


We have in this document, it 
seem to me, a very valuable illumi- 
nation on the reasons why Europe 
has held certain views with re- 
spect of the United States, which 
have, on the whole, puzzled Ameri- 
cans and even angered them. Here 
is an explicit statement of -what 
American policy was to have been 
with respect of the $10,000,000,000 
owed us by Europe. When Mr. 
Keynes suggested that the burden 
of debt be shifted from German. to 
American shoulders, he was not 
guilty of such an impertinence as 
seemed at the time.

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New York, December 18.—Return- 
ing from a trip through § several 
states in the south, J. H. Tregoe, 
secretary-treasurer National Asso- 
ciation of Credit Men, which is com- 
posed of 33,000 manufacturers, 
wholesalers and bankers, today is- 
sued the following impressions of 
business conditions in the various 
sections visited: 

“Various complex causes must be 
considered in order to interpret 
properly the economic conditions in 
the south. Collections and mer- 
chandising have been badly affected, 
producing distress and uncertainty 
to those whose credits are in a large 
measure, or entirely, confined to the 
cotton growing section of the south. 
Fundamentally, the staple must be 
reckoned with as one of the chief 
exports of the nation. Our own 
spindles cannot absorb more than 
one-half of the normal product and 
markets for the balance must there- 
fore be found abroad. Whenever ex- 
ports are affected by industrial or 
political conditions there is usually 
a reaction on the prices of staples. 

“High prices, together with an 


- excellent crop in 1919, brought pros- | 


perity to the planter, the land own- 
er and the merchant. We are in- 
clined to believe that a good .por- 
tion of the large profits realized was 
applied to the payment of mort- 
gages, to the installing of improve- 
ments and some set aside as sav- 
ings. With the lack of thrift, which 
has been too great failing of the 
cotton growers, 4 good part of the 
profits of the prosperous years was 
expended in luxuries. It was but 
natural to expect a bumper crop in 
1920. Expectations over the south, 
as a whole, were largely realized. 
But the crop came upon the market 
when commodity prices were de- 
clining, when exchanges were in a 
disordered condition and there was 
a swift decline in its immediate 
market vAlue. This decline was a 
shock to the grower and a very dif- 
ferent experience from what he had 
expected. And there entered into 
his soul, generally speaking, a sense 
of fear which was later intensified 
into fright. We firmly believe that 
the growers are more badly fright- 
ened than hurt. 

“The cotton growing section was 
much better prepared to meet this 
debacle in price than it would have 
been in 1919 or in 1918, but the dis- 
tress is very great. One might be 
led to think that the whole section 
was hurt beyond recovery. Possibly 
one-half or more of the crop re- 
mains unso -Probably one-third 
of the unsol@ Dortinn will be needed 
for domesticispindles. We are in- 
clined to beHeve that prices are 
more ant tojadvance than to de- 
Cline further. 

Tenant System Bad. 

“One of the chief evils of the cot- 
ton growing sections is the tenant 
farmer. Very much more can be ex- 
pected of land when it is tilled by 
‘ts owner, because of his direct in- 
terest. The tenants are too largely 
without financial backing and have 
little to fall back apon in the event 
af the failure in crons or prices.

might have beneficial economic ef- 
fects on that section of the country 
through a diversification of crops. 

“The merchants in the south are 
feeling the situation very tensely 
because of slower sales and slower 
collections. In essentials, sales have 
declined very heavily and there are 
many appeals for accommodations. 
As a consequence of this condition, 
a number of liquidations can be ex- 
pected and this ig the situation 
wherein thf, good sense of creditors 
can be epressed. There never 
should be undue haste or ill con- 
sidered action where disastrous sig- 
nals are displayed by the retailer. 
His affairs should be carefully an- 
alyzed and further co-operation 
given him, if necessary, a where 
insolvency has happened, then co- 
operation should be exercised in 
every case. It would be well for 
creditors to know that accommoda- 
tions based upon the desirability of 
holding cotton for’ higher prices 
m .:t be carefully scrutinized. When 
a commodity like cotton is held for 
higher prices the immediate de- 

ands of the debtor will gradually 
absorb the value of the commodity 
until at its sale there is nothing left 
for the older creditor. 

‘There should be a firm but con- 
structive policy, even in the midst 
of this distress. We are firmly con- 
vinced that the profits and savings 
of the prosperous years have made 
us fundamentally sound and that 
we are merely passing through a 
period of recuperation. 

“Our affiliated organizations at 
Atianta, Augusta, Macon, Jackson- 
ville and Tampa are well organized 
with service bureaus adapted to the 
economic contrdl of liquidation of 
embarrassed and insolvent estates 
and it is gratifying for us to dis- 
cover the earnestness with which 
our members in these cities are per- 
forming their work and looking 
upon the situation. 

“We do not find the least pessi- 
mism there, but are pleased to learn 
that there prevails a sense of opti- 
mistic outlook and a firm belief in 
the abilities of their section to re- 
cover and revive.” 

Mr. Tregoe delivered addresses be- 
fore large gatherings of credit men 
at Jacksonville and Atlanta and 
from surrounding states at the an- 
nual Tri-State conference held in 
Macon last week. He was accompa- 
nied by A. A. Mowbray, manager of 
the national membership  depart- 
ment.

At the close of the war England 
found herself confronted with a 
vast shortage of homes. A com- 
prehensiye survey indicated the im- 
mediate and imperative need of 
500,000 homes—and 500,000 she de- 
cided must be built. 


Of such vital importance did this. 


matter appear jhat it was placed in 
the hands of the minisctry of 
health which department called into 
consultation planners with years of 
experience who were capable of 
laying out plans for buildings, de- 
signs for landscapes and architec- 
tural sections covering whole re- 
gions of land, including large and 
small tewnhs and countrysides. 

The first point decided was that 
tenements and crowded living con- 
ditions must be .supplanted by 
homes of good design with a va- 
riety of outline and color, an 
abundance of light nad air and sur- 
rounded by ample space for both 
flower and végetable gardens. 

The plans contemplate the ulti- 
mate elimination of congestion in 
cities by the creation of garden 


cities, garden suburbs and garden 


villages which will absorb the re- 
distribution of population and in- 
dustry. 

In addition to present activities 
the authorities of towns having 20,- 
000 or more inhabitants are required 
under the housing and town plan- 
ning act of 1919 to prepare by Jan- 
uary, 1926, complete schemes for de- 
velopment of all undeveloped land 
within the borders of England and 
Wales. 

The beauty of England’s homes 
and gardens for the wealthier class 
is wel] known and it is the inten- 
tion of the planning council that 
workingmen’s homes shal] compare 
favorably—even: though on a mod- 
est scale—as to attractiveness, sani- 
tation and convenience, with more 
pretentious ones. 

Housing Bonds. 

In order to secure funds to carry 
out the building program the larger 
municipalities issue bomds bearing 
interest at 6 per cent which are 
approved by the central govern- 
ment. These bonds are offered at 
par and may be paid at the end 
of 5, 10 or 15 years, as the buyer 
prefers. 

The London housing bond cam- 
paign has been carried on by the 
housing campaign committee. These 
bonds are called “London County 
Sixes,” interest and principal be- 
ing guaranted by the London coun- 
ty council, which, together with 
more than twenty motropolitan 
boroughs, made the issue. These 
are acceptable as payment for a 
house constructed by a local au- 
thority under the housing act. 

Smaller communities may secure 
loans directly from the central gov- 
ernment. 

Subsidies may also be sécured by 
independent builders, whose plans 
must conform in all respects to 
official rules. 

As long ago as last July the min- 
ister of health stated that 48,000 
acres of land had been approved as 
sites, together with several thou- 


;} sand layout schemes and detailed 


house plans for 200,000 houses and 
that approximately £30,000,000 
sterling, which at normal rate of 
exchange is practically $146,100.000, 
had been raised in housing bonds. 

More than 2,000 local authorities 
are carrying on building’ programs 
according to the instructions of the 
ministry of health and planning 
couneil. 

So painstaking have ben the ef- 
forts of the planners that the num- 
ber of houses permitted on an acre 
of land has been specified. The 
number of rooms and purpose for 
which each room will be usedis also 
specified. Instructions as to the 
number and placing cf doors and 
windows, even as to refrigerator, 
coal storage space nad delivery are 
quite plain. Al] these matters are 
decided as to their bearing upon 
health, comfort and happiness. As 
England has gone into this great 
undertaking to secure these Sone 
fits for all her people, she does not 


intend that it shall fail through in- 


difference or ineompetence. 
Co-opctration of Citizens. 

The rental 
built under the new plan is amaz- 
ingly reasonable and as _ recently 
stated by Dr. Addison, minister of 
health, “will be kept as near the 
economic level as possible.’ 

As may be expected, 
been some difficulty in finding suf- 
ficient labor to carry on so larwe a 
building program. The scheme 
which hag seemed most likely of 
general acceptance contemplates a 
guarantee to workers of employ- 
ment for a number of years and in- 
sures them against time lost by bad 
weather through payment of a 
minimum weekly wage. In con- 
nection with this three concessions 
are expected of trade unions—dilu- 
tion, relaxation of present rules of 
apprenticeship and the employment 
of ex-service men. 

Illustrative of the intense in- 
terest in this subject—while not 
officially connected with the hous- 
ing scheme—was the exhibition held 
recently at the Whitechapel Art gal- 
lery in London to encourage good 
design and good workmanship in 
the creation of household things, at 
which time the statement was made 
by a distinguished visitor that in 
order to realize the full benefit of 
the vast improvement in homes an 
interest should be awakened in com- 
plete harmony of house, furnishing 
and gardens. 

England has found upon analyz- 
ing the difficulties in the way of 
providing living accommodations 
Suitable for all the/people that 
these difficulties are ore or less 
psychological and cease to exist 
under the intelligent and effective 
co-operation of private citizens and 
public officials, which co-operation 
is no doubt largely inspired by the 
sentiment expréssed throughout the 
land that “England’s destiny is 
linked with England’s homes.”

cases of injury arising out of indus- 
trial accidents to the injured em- 
ployee of a fixed percentage of his 
weekly loss occasioned by the in- 
jury, within limitations fixed by 


the act. The law is rot intended 
to be fully compensatory, but the 
liability to pay compensation upon 
the scale fixed exists irrespective 
flowing to the employer and em- 
ployee respectively have heretofore 
been considered. 

The basis for computing the com- 
pensation is the annual earnings 
which the injured person received 
as salary, wages or earnings dur- 
ing the year next preceding the in- 
jury, if he was in the employment 
of the same employer continuously 
during such year and engaged in 
the same line of work. If the in- 
jured person was not so engaged in 
the employment of the same em- 
ployer for the full year immediate- 
ly preceding the@ accident, the coms 
pensation is computed according to 
the annval earnings which persons 
of the same class in the same em- 
ployment and same location (or if 
that be impracticable, of neighbor- 
ing employments of the same kind) 
have earned during such period. 

In order to ascertain the average 
earnings of the injured employee. 
therefore,- the yearly period next 
preceding the injury is used in or- 
der to compute what the employee 
himself has actually made during 


‘such period if in the same'line of 


work for the same employer. If 
he has not been continuously se 
employed the law uses as a basis 
the earnings of Lersons tn the same 
or kindred line of work An the 
same neighborifig localities. Hav- 
ing arrived at the annual earnings, 
the average weekly wage is fig- 
ured therefrom and the compensa- 
tion Is fixed with reference to the 
average wage so computed. The 
law provides that in cases of total 
disability. and that means, of 
course, the reasonable inabil‘ty to 
earn any money through anv sort 
of labor or work, the’ comnpnensa- 
tion paid shall equal one-half of 
such average wages, but not more 
than $12 nor less than $6 per week, 
and in no case shall the perind cov- 
ered by ‘such’ comnensatinn ho 
rreater than 350 weeks, nor shall 
the total amount of all comnensa- 
tlon exceed $4,000. = 
Employer Must Insure. 

It must always be borne in mind 
that the employer is required toa 
carrv insurance to indemnify him 
arainst compensation liabilitv, and 
that when the premium for such 
insyrance is naid the entire respon- 
sibilitv fer all payments falls upon 
the insurance carrier. Provision is 
made for “self-insurers” in the dis- 
cretion of the ‘industrial commis- 
sion. but those detaile of adminis- 
tration will be considered in ‘suc- 
ceeding articles. 

Iniuries for which empensation 
is allowed are restricted to iniuries 
occasioned by accident arising out 
of and in the course of the emplov- 
ment, do not give rise to a legiti- 
mate claim for compensation. 

In all. cases of- accident the em- 
Dlover (and wherever the term 
“employer” is used this includes 
the insurance carrier) must furnish 
necessary medical, surgical and 
hospital attention, limited to $100 
in the aegregate. In this immedi- 
ate connection, however, it is inter- 
esting to note that practicallv ali 
of the insurance companies (upon 
whom the burden of compensation 
payments ultimately falls) make it 
a point to furnish the hest of hos- 
vital, surgical and medical atten- 
tion to the full limit necessary to 
bring about the best results. The 
tendentv is to disregard entirely 
the limitation of liabilitv for médi- 
cal attention fixed in the act. Some 
of the large insurance companies 
writing compensation insurance 
actually: maintain rehabilitation 
hosvitals of the most complete 
kind, designed to make a maimed 
employee as near whole as possli- 
ble. This is not only a humane 
endeavor—it is also good business. 


It is better from the standpoint of. 


every one concerned to give an in- 


to the full limit allowed by the act 
No compensation is allowed for 
minor injuries resulting in a dis- 
ability of two weeks or less, but 
in case the incapacity extends be- 
yond a period of four weeks from 
the date of the injury, then com- 
pensation is allowed from the time 
of the injury. 

In gases where the incapacity to 
work, resulting from an injury, is 
partial, the compensation payment 
to the injured employee during 
such incapacity is figured on the 
basis of one-half the difference be- 
tween his average weekly wages 
before the injury and the average 
weekly wages which he is able to 
earn thereafter, not more, however, 
than $12 per week and in no case 
shall the period covered by such 
compensation extend beyond 300 
weeks fromi the date of the injury. 
In cases where the partial incapac- 
ity begins after a period of total 
incapacity, the latter period shall 
be deducted from the maximum 
period allowed for partial incapac- 

y. 
Where the fnjured employee sus- 
tains the loss of a member, of an 
eye, or of his hearing, compensa- 
tion is fixed upon a scale gradu- 
ated in accordance with the seri- 
ousness of the impairment. For 
example, for the loss of a little fin- 
ger the compensation is fixed at 
50 per cent of the average weekly 
wages (computed as above set out) 
during 15 weeks. For the loss of 
a lew 50 per cent of the average 
weekly wages is allowed during 175 
weeks. The loss of two members, 
which would bring about prac- 
tically total disability, is compen- 
sated as such. \ 

Objections Weak. 

The compensation scale fixed in 
the Georgia act is about the same 
as that fixed in the acts of some 
of the other states. If the objec- 
tion be made that $4,000 is a small 
amount to be paid to an employee 
totally incapacitated, the answer to 


Fsuch objection ts that the payment 


is net to him, it begins promptly, 
and the amounts paid are defin'te 
and, certain. The average serious- 
ly injured employee scarcely ever 
recovers in court an amount which, 
after the payment of all expenses, 
exceeds $4,000, and for every case 
where a; substantial verdict is ob- 
tained there are many cases where 
small settlements are accented be- 
cause of the probable inability of 
the employee ton recover upon the 
common law principles previdusly 
discussed. 

If the objection ba made that the 
emplover, or his insurance carrier, 
should not be made to pav for in- 
juries occasioned without neeli- 
rence, as negligence was under- | 
stood at common law, the answer 
to that objection is that it is more 
satisfactory in the average busi- 
ness' to pay the relatively small 
amount of the insurance premium 
and then dismi3s from business -nal- 
culations the possibflity of damage 
suits ‘brought by employees, than 
it is to bring into the business the 
uncertainties of damage suits and 
the speculative hazards of the con- 
secnent verdicts. 

For a working summary of the 
compensation to be naid in cases 
of disability and tneapacity to 
work, total or partial. following 
an industrial accident, the follow- 
ine mav be accepted: 

In all cases of injury there is a 
liability to nay medical, surcical or 
hospital bills, limited to $100. In 
case of total incapacity, the vpvy- 
ment made during the whole of the 
total incanacitv is one-half of the 
average weekly wages, but never 
more than $12 ror less than $6 per 
week, nor for a period longer than 
350 weeks. In eases of Partial in- 
capacity to work. the compensation 


loss in waees—never more, how- 
ever. than $12 rer week nor for a 
veriod longer than 300 weeks. In 
no event does the amount of al] 
compensation exceed $4,000. 

In the next succeeding article the 


compensation payable in death 
cases, and the beneficaries of such 
compenration, will be considered. 


INTENSIVE EDUCATION 
OF LIFE AGENTS URGED 


J. V. Westfall, vice president of 
the Equitable Life, in an address 
at the recent convention of Life 
Insurance Presidents, said: 

“The agent is the backbone of life 
insurance, for it has been demon- 
strated time and time again that 
only through agents will the pub- 
lic be imduced to carry anything 
approaching an adequate amount of 
protection. An institution which is 
performing the broad public and go- 
cail service which is rendered by 
life insurance should be represent- 
ed in the field by trained experts, 
men of ability and integrity, men 
who are respected in the commu- 
nities in which they live. 

“This can be accomplished only 
by the exercise of great care in 
their selection, supplemented by 
thorough instruction. This, is be- 
ginning to he generally recognized 
as is shown by the attention which 
has been devoted to this subject in 
the last two or three years by the 
various organizaations formed for 
the purpose of improving agency 
methods. 

“The fact still remains, however, 
that, generally speaking, any sup- 


posedly trustworthy man can ob-_ 
tain a position as a life insurance ' 


solicitor regardless of other quali- 
fications, and in the great majori- 
ty of cases his education is alto- 
gether too meager at the time when 
he is allowed, or rather forced, to 
shift for himself. The natural re- 
sult is a high percentage of fail- 
ures. 

“Probably not over 75 per cent 
of the new agents appointed pro- 
duce any business at all, and of this 
75 per cent a large proportion do 
not produce enough to gain a live- 
Hhood. The problem then of de- 
creasing the cost due to agency 
turnover becomes one of increas- 
ing individual efficiency, the an- 
swer to which is intensive educa- 
tion in life insurance salesmanship 
preceded by a careful selection of 
the prospective agent.

NOVEMBER FIRE LOSS _ 


The losses by fire in the Uni 
States and Canada during the weir 
of November, as compiled from the 
daily records of The New York 
Journal of Commerce, reached a to- 
tal of $28,093,350. While this rec- 
ord is about equal to that of Octo- 
ber it is much heavier than the 
normal and ig takeh by fire insur- 
ance men to in a measure reflect 
the development of moral hazard 
as a result of trade depression. The 
November figures are $4,642,550 
larger than those of the same month 
last year and nearly two and a half 
times those of November, 1918, 
Which totaled $12,338,750. 

The November losses bring the 
fire waste of the country for the 
first eleven months of 1920 to the 
excessively large total of $289,656,- 
325, which is forty-eight millions in 
excess of the record for the same 
months last year and only eleven 
and a half short of the fire losses 
of the eleven months of 1918; which 
was an exceptionally bad year. 


HYDRANT LEAKAGE IS 
NEW INSURANCE RISK 


The Maryland Casualty Company 
of Baltimore announces that it is 
now prepared to write insurance 
against loss or damage caused di- 
rectly by accidental discharge or 
leakage of water from street sup- 
Ply mains and fire hydrants either 
as a separate cover form of in- 
Surance or as an additional cover- 
age to the usual. water damage 
cover. 

There seems to be a big demand 
for this form of insurance, says the 
company. Street water supply mains 
deteriorate and break and fire hy- 
drants are broken through colli- 
sions and otherwise. The leakage 
in such cases usually causes heavy 
water damage and in winter there 
is the extra likelihood of loss from 
freezing and bursting of city water 
mains.

vancing the retailer is on “easy 
street.’ He marks up his prices and 
wears a perpetual smile. It is when 
prices are falling, and especially 
when they are falling unsteadily, 
that his business ability is put to 
the test. It is then too that his 
citizenship is put to the test be- 
cause good business and good citi- 
zenship are one. 

If the shelves are loaded with 
goods which could be replaced at 
20 per cent or 30 per cent less than 
the retailer paid for them, what is 
he going t> do about it? Losses are 
bad medicine, and like bad medicine 
cnay are hard to take. Optimism is 
praiseworthy. There are times when 
it is synonymous with patriotism, 
but like food and drink and other 
good things when carried beyond 
the limit of moderate use become 
abuse.

Nowhere is this more apparent 
than in the case of the optimistic 
retail dealer who shuts his eyes to 
a market situation which no effort 
of his can change and postpones 
the marking down process until 
forced to do so by the lasn of un- 
relenting compulsion. 

Our business situation today pre- 
sents the strange anomaly of prices 
to original producers fallen to a 
oint which many of them consider 
slow the cost of production and 
in many lines little or no reduction 
to the ultimate consumer.

During the period of soaring 
prices the retailer has been accused 
of profiteering and the resentment 
of the consumer has been steadily 
increasing.

yaints rust inhibitive. It is a well 
-nown fact that while some pig- 
‘némts delay or inhibit the formation 
of rust, others are neutral, i. e., they 
have no effect, either good or bad, 
vehile still others are rust stimula- 
tive. 

While no paint is an ideal paint, 
yet the best so far devised is com- 
posed of white lead, for a base, lin- 
seed oll for a vehicle, turpentine 
for a solvent, etc. As at least a 
dozen substitutes can be found for 
each of these, it is readily apparent 
that unscrupulous manufacturers 
have unlimited opportunities for 
turning out worthless or worse than 
worthless “paints.” It, therefore, be- 
hooves the paint buyer to scru- 


| tinize carefully the formula for any 


paint he may buy. 

The constant deterioration of un- 
painted surfdces is a drain on our 
natural resources absolutely un- 
called for, and inexcusable. A prop- 
erly protected gurface, of whatever 
material, will last indefinitely.

eral. Their use enables the buyer 
of modest standing to compete more 
effectively with larger firms. It 
gives him a better credit rating, 
because his business is on a defi- 
nite financial basis, which it. cannot 
be when his debts are on open ac- 
count with no means of ascertain- 
ing when they will be liquidated. 
In this connection a buyer who 
gives his acegptance is stimulated 
to meet his obligations promptly. 
We all know how easy it is to get 
into the habit of proscrastination in 
making payments if no definite 
date fs set.

But fun- 
aqamentally it is the representative 
of its foreign clients and is, there- 
fore, moraily obligated to serve 
their interests rather than those of 
an¥Y manufacturer located 
About all the man- 
ufacturer can do is to forward his 
literature, prices and discounts and 
take a chance on getting a share 
of the business offered by the com- 
house.

This, in short, covers ths founda- 
tion of what a manufacturer should 
know before actually laying out 
his overseas campaign. We are now 
ready to consider ways and means 
for breaking into the market and 
lining up orders. 


Exporting can be roughly divided | 


into two broad classes: direct ex- 
porting and indirect. Of course, 
there is bound to be a certain 
amount of overlapping, 
if more than one sales plan is 
followed; but for the purpose of 
making clear both advantages and 
disadvantages concerning each of 
the numerous methods of getting 
business abroad, this division will 
be found helpful. 

Direct exporting concerns itself 
with the dealings of the Ameri- 
can manufacturer through (1) his 
branch offices or factory repre- 
sentatives and dealers abroad, (2) 
his salesmen traveling abroad, or 
(3) advertising and direct-by*mail 
solicitation. Indirect exporting has 
to do with his dealings througn 
(1) the export merchant, (2) the 


commission house, or (3) the man- 
“er 7 (3) 'ness in other countries. 


ufacturers’ export agent. 

The principal distinction between 
direct exporting and indirect is 
that, in the case of the former, the 
manufacturer takes an aggressive 
step to develop business in foreign 
markets and likewise assumes most 
of the responsibilities and details 
connected with such a program; 
while in the case of the latter, with 
all due credit to the part they have 
played in the upbuilding of our for- 
eign commerce, he simply exports 
what business the agencies in ques- 
tion find it to their advantage to 
give him. 

It becomes, therefore, a matter 
of policy worthy of thoughtful con- 
sideration before making:the deci- 
sion—in the one case, to spend 
money, time and effort to get busi- 
ness, or, in the other, to risk lit- 
tle and possibly gain but little. In 
other words, it resolves itself into 
a question of whether the manu- 
facturer wants to be at the helm

COUNTRY STORE 
SHOULD TONE UP | 
ITS SHOW WINDOW 


The matter of window display for 


country stores has been a mooted 
question for years in merchandising 
circles. Some have claimed that 
farmers and farmers’ wives would 
be attracted by show windows 
dressed up in a somewhat giddier 
manner than show windows in 
country stores usually are. Others 
have maintained that “letting well 
enough alone” was the sound policy. 
This on the general 
that the present status of the coun- 
try store show window is “well 
enough.” 

In this connectton a recent edi- 
torial in The Christian Science 
Monitor is to the point. It advo- 
cates good displays of merchandise, 
saying: 

“In some parts of America the 
old-fashioned country store may be 
vanishing, giving way to the more 
specialized stores of the towns or 
to the persistent activities of the 
mail order houses; but as long as a 
store remains at any crossroads, 
that store will probably do its best 
to display in its windows such mer- 
chandise as it has. A pair of over- 
alls, in these days when overalls 
are popular, a washing machine, or 
a few spools of thread may make up 
the whole display 

“The story is t@ld of one enter- 
prising merchant, just starting 
business in a small western town, 
who, having only a very meager 
stock, put in his window a few 
shoestrings with the sign: ‘Shoe- 
strings. Two pairs for a quarter. 
Nice and fresh.’ The point is that 
something has to be displayed, it 
makes little difference, apparently, 
what it may be.

It is surprising how many people in 
a single day make their way to the 
store, which seems so isolated, to 
buy the very miscellaneous sorts of 
articles that they seem to need.

“As I understand It, the glan con- 
templates the formation by farm- 
ers, merchants, bankers and others 
at interest in a county of a cotton 
bonding company, which company 
would issue emergency bonds run- 
ning for a term of six months, un- 
derwritten by the bonding company, 
secured by the warehouse'receipt of 
the cotton in storage and insured, 
and further secured by the owner’s 
note; these bonds in small denom- 
inations to be then used by the 
owners of cotton to liquidate their 
pressing obligations, and to be used 
by their creditors to liquidate ob- 
ligations of higher creditors; the 
cotton to be redeemed at maturity 
for the face value of the bonds plus 
interest. 7 . 

“The advantages of this plan, as 
they present themselves to me, are 
as follows: 

‘1, Cotton would be temporarily 
remhoved from the market while 
prices are below the~cost of pro- 
duction. 

“2. Producers of cotton would be 
enabled to meet pressing obliga- 
tions, and their creditors to do 
likewise, snce it is contemplated 
that the bonds would be passed 
along from one to another as a cur- 
rent medium of exchange.

Will European 
Have to Do Business 
on the “Matrimonial 


Curb Market’’ to Save 
Its Marrtageable Blue 
Blooded Princes and 


Princesses? 


By JOSEPH W. GRIGG. 
N these days of shortage of men in the Old 


World as a result of the terrible ravages of 


the greatest of all wars, it is not only the maiden 
tending the geese in a slowly-rgcovering devas- 
tated Northern Francce who faces a life of spin- 
sterhood, nor the gir] who pecks away at a type- 
writer in London. The war has left very much 
in doubt the matrimonial chances of a large sheaf 
of European princesses. 

When the house of Hohenzollern came clatter- 
ing down with the rest of the ruins of a mili- 
tariged Germany, it also brought to the ground. 
some of the fondest dreams of royal marriages 
which the diplomatisis and court dopesters for 
vears had been lying awake at night trying to 
arrange, regardiess of the principals. Likewise, 
when Austria-Hungary went to smash, another 
lot of possibilities of a very different sort were 
put out of the running for many years to come. 

So that if in Old England to-day, for instance, 
more than a million marriageable girls are faced 
with a life of spinsterhood, it should comfort 
these “surplus” or “superfluous” women to know 
that Cupid may also pass up a large number of 
royal maidens. The crop of eligible princes is

ny every\court im Burope is at the 
present time setting an example of economy. . 

What makes it dificult for a princess to have 
any say-so in the bestowal of her own hand, 
even after a world-war, is the reluctance of some 
of the commoners who might be classed as “pos- 
sthles” to take up semi-royal careers in the ca- 
pacity o( consorts of one sort or another. In 
the first place, a commoner’s princess would 
: have an inherited right to precedence 
of ev sort, and life for such a husband would 
be @ tame and “canned” affair. It is difficult to 
see how an ambitious, spirited, independent non- 
royal aspirant could view a matrimonial alliance 
ef This sort with anything but nervous misgiv- 
ings, because his life thereafter would be one of 
‘ thfe greatest formality. 

Fron the standpoint of the marriageable prince 
there will be food for reflection in the two most 
recent examples of the independent action of the 
late King of Greece and Prince Carol of Reu-

mania in marrying commoners—the former to 
find that his. aristocratic countrymen objected. 
and the latter to find that his royal father and 
mother insisted on declaring it only a morganatic 
alliance, 

The Prince of Wales to-day is the most striking 
royal heir-apparent in the Old World, and the 
time is drawing near when either he or hig royal 
parents will be faced with the problem. of his 
marriage—a marriage which should intrigue the 
staid as well as the sentimental. 

The only other really striking prince is Boris 
of Bulgaria, successor to his ousted royal parent, 
the once powerful King Ferdinand, or “Foxy 
Ferdy,” as he came to be known during the war. 
Boris’s future is still debatable. If his people 
decide to have him around in his present capacity 
he will be one of the best matches in Burope, and 
his marriage will be a part of Near Wastern 
diplomacy. 

As a romantic figure, though, Boris is not in 
the same class with the Prince of Wales, who has 
added to his prestige in his recent trip to the 
antipodes. The English Prince has proved him- 
self a “mixer.” He is showing @ remarkable 
similarity to his royal grandfather, the late Kins 
Edward, when the latter was the youthful Prince 
of Wales; not quite so much the reckless Prince 
of Wales, but possessing his grandfather's win- 
ning personality. Besides, he is heir to the 
throne, which will make him the Crown symbol 
for the British Empire. i 

The Prince is now twenty-five years old, and 
many of his future subjects are interestedly con- 
jecturing about a possible helpmate for him. From 
time to time there have been rumors of this or 
that princess, and even seyeral commoners have 
figured in the list of eligibles, If the Prince is 
as independent about whom he sijall marry as 
he is about a good many other things, he may 
give an example to the royal houses ef Burope 
as to how self-determination can be applied by 
one of its scions. 

Only Princess Yolanda of Italy, now in her 
eighteenth year, or the Rourganian Princess Eliza- 
beth, twenty-five years old, and her sister, Marie, 
twenty-one, appear to be possible choices for the 
heir to the British throne. Yolanda’s name was 
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mentioned in this connection when the Prince 
was in Italy during the days- of the Italian re 
treat. But here religious differences offer an 
insuperable obstacle. The two eldest Roumanian 
Princesses have only recently been reported as 
possible brides respectively for Prince Christo- 
pher, son- of King Constantine of Greece, and 
King Alexander of Jugo-Slayia. 

Tt is from Rouwmania, in fact, that the most 
frequent and persistent reports of possible royal 
marriages come. And this has led to gossip in 
egurt circles that the Queen of Roumania is 
aware of the necessity finding suitable roya 
husbands for her two @icst daughters in the not 
distant future. To béve a Roumanian Princess 
for the Queen of Greater Serbia, or the consort 
of Boris of Buigama, or another daughter allied 
te the Greek royal house, with the possibility of 
establishing more sympathetic relations with the 
lately expanded Greece, is at this juncture. the 
only evidence of the possible effect of qgpprosch- 


of Roumania. 


ing royal marriages on the future history of 
Europe. 

The Kaiser's sister as Queen of Greece showed 
during the war the effect of royal marriages in 
shaping the destinies of nations, just as it has 
been from time to time immemoridl in the Old 
World. A Roumanian linked up by marriage with 
Jugo-Slavia or Bulgaria and a Greater Greece 
might have a large influence in shaping the 
future policies of Eastern Europe. 

Just now the Roumanian princesses figure is 
all sorts of romantic marital conjectures. 

Of the eligibles, the British princes whose 
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frincess Marie of Belgium. 
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futures are still to be carved out for them.are: 
the Prince of Wales, Prince Albert, Prince Henry. 
and Prince George. Others of Continental na- 
tionalities include: Prince Christian Frederick. 
end Prince Knud, Denmark; Prince Olaf, Nor- 
way; Prince Carol and Prince Nicholas, Rou- 
mania; King Alexander, Jugo-Slavia; Prince 
Boris and Prince Cyril, Bulgaria, and the Duke 
of Sparta, Greece. 

It may be difficult to find princely wivea for 
the princely members of the royal houses of the 
Old World, but it will be a far harder job to find » 
royal husbands for the growing crop of prin- 
cesses, now that Germans and Austrians are 
taboo. 

of the princesses, the first one to attracct at- 
tention is Princess Mary of England, now twenty- 
two years old. Court gossips, or people whose 
favorite indoor pastime is to make hypothetical 
royal matches, find it extremely difficult to locate 
an eligible prince as her possible husband. It 
appears almost certain that she will marry a 


~¢ fellow-countryman not of royal blood. Such a 


marriage would be popular, just as it would in 
the case of the Prince of Wales or his brothers. 

Princess Mary is not a princess dowered with 
the reputed beauty of those in the fairy books. 
She is, however, an attractive, comely, typically 
English lass, with a clear complexion and rosy 
cheeks; is fond of outdoor sports, especially 
riding; is a great reader, loves music and has 
recently obtained a certificate as a full-fledged 
nurse, Like her royal mother, she is interested 
in welfare work, and has identified herself with 
the growing Girl Guide movement. 

With the exception of Princess Mary, the Rou- 
manian Princess, and Princess Yolande of Italy, 
most of the princesses of the reigning royal 
houses of Europe are too young. to be thinking 
of husbands, or for their possible marriages to 
be matter for serious consideration. 

There is Princess Marie of Belgium, new thir- 
teen, a sturdy, good-looking young miss with an 
abundance of hair floating over her shoulders in 
juvenile fashion. Even younger is Princess Juli- 
apa of the Netherlands, now ten, who, like her 
royal mother, is more healthy than beautiful}. 
Good Dutchmen quietly and somewhat sardonic- 
ally admit that their Queen Wilhelmina shows 
to better advantage when perched on a herse 
than when she walks, because of her compact 
figure. The Queen's consort was found in Ger- 
many. Not many Dutchmen are anxious to-day 
to have the royal Princess go to the same sourcce 
for hers. 

Ingrid is the Swedish Princess, but she is only 
nine years old, and not bothering much about 
what Pate may carve out for her in the shape of 
@ husband. 

There are three sisters of Yolanda of Italy 
who must be included. One of them, Mafalda 
Marie, is seventeen; another, Elizabeth, is twelve, 
and the third, Maria Francesca, is only five.

Dr. San- 
grade believed that all diseases could be 
cured by copious potations of water.« He 
was. as strong for water as Bryan is. 
He hated wine profoundly, and forbade 
it in bis house, and made his house a 
sanctuary of prohibition. The rascally 
Gil Blas came to serve as an assistant to 
struction in the beauties of water, He 


was commanded to drink vast quantities 
of water. He, however, was no lover of 
water, arnt found it difficult to put down 
a glassful, to say nothing of the bucket- 
fuls which the doctor demanded.

He went to the 
tap, filled a- bucket with water, put it to 
his mouth and poured the water down 
his throat. In the midst of this the 
dector appeared. When he saw Gil Blas 
swilling the pail of water, he went into 
a rapture. He .announced that his as- 
sistant had perceived the truth, was a 
man of intelligence.

On the other hand, should Mrs. Bas- 
tedo sell the house and retain the cellar 
the question arises: Could she have ac- 
cess to the cellar? The law says that 
one may drink in one’s own-home. Mrs.

In any other state the matter would 
be simple. Mrs. Bastedo would, merely 
move her cellar te another home. But 
in Illinois there is the search and ‘seizure 
law.

FEW months ago, at the instigation of @ 


French newspaper, a contest was organ- 
Med with a view to discovering the most beauti- 
ful woman in France. It was a great success, 
and the winner, Mile. Agnes Souret, chosen from 
among 2,000 competitors, became from one day 
to the next a celebrity. Her picture was flashed 
on the screen, of all the movies in both worlds, 
and soon, under the direction of an enterprising 
theatrical producer, the most beautiful woman 
in France was exhibited in flesh and blood in 
the principet towns of Europe. 

Following the example of Paris, a Brussels 
newspaper La Derniere Heure, organized in 
its turn a Belgium beauty contest which gave 
unexpected results. Millions of requests for 
participation came from all corners of Belgium, 
and the task of the jury, composed of artists, 
sculptors and photographers, was not easy. 

Of the first 800 pictures kept 200 were elimi- 
mated after the first examination.

jury, in an article called “The Confessions of a 
Sceptic,” published by La Derniere Heure, brings 
out another aspect of the contest, in which he 
cleverly shows that those who for one moment 
doubted the profoundly moral character of this 
beauty contest were wrong. 

“I saw very proud mothers accompanying their 
daughters,” this sceptic said; “husbands—very 
respectable men—presenting their wives; dra- 
matic artists, actreSses, dancers, a music hall 
star, shop girls and little bourgeoises without 
any profession, who would not be in the least 
sorry to be the ‘chosen one.’ What risk do they 
run?

The problem of entertaining your 
guests is not unlike that of the stage 
manager who must see that the audi- 
ence out front is amused. The stage 
manager has his setting, his actors, 
his plot and his bag of tricks. The 
hostess has as her setting her home, 
as her actors her guests and as her 


plot the scheme of the party, whether 


a birthday celebration, a bridge par- 
ty, a Hallowe’en masquerade or a 
New Year’s dance. 

The fact that her guests may be 
actors as well as audience makes it 
all the more complicated and inter- 
esting. Britt what of her bag of 
tricks? There lies the success of her 
party as well as the chief pleasure 
of the entertainer. For guests expect 
to be amused and a clever hostess 
likes to play stage director. It’s real- 
ly a great game, ringing up the cur- 
tain and catching little ripples of de- 
light as your opening scene scores a 
hit. But what a lot of careful plan- 
ning has gone into that simple first 
scene, to say nothing of the enter- 
tainment that follows! 

Crowd Your Guests. 

Did you ever attend a dance when 

there was but a handful of guests in 
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If so, you 
go home, 


a very spacicus ballroom? 
probably said: “Let's 
there’s nobody here.” 

But how about the 
you had to push your way in with a 
shoe-horn ” Did you stay? The 
chances are that you not only remain- 
ed, but danced every dance. Al- 
though tou were knocked about on 
the crowded ballroom and your pet 
corns were trodden upon, you went 
home saying: “There was an awful 
mob, but-I had a good time.”

The host or hostess has more in- 
fluence over the guests if they are in 


one great mass than if they are scat- 
tered over a large territory. There 
are many interesting reasons why an 
antertainment is a greater success I? 
there are many people present, 
whereas it is apt to be a failure if 
the crowd is cohspleuous for its ab- 
sence. But to explain these reasons 
would require a long distourse on 
the psychology of trowds and thelr 
effect on the human mind. 


Suffice it to say, crowd your guests 
to the point where they almost jostle 
one another and they will, déclare 
thal you ure 1. wonderful host or hos- 
tess. Many an otherwise good party 
has been a rank failure for the rea- 
son that the room gr setting was too 
large for the number of guests. Peo- 
ple. may complain of being crowded, 
but unconsciously they enjoy it. You 
often hear someone say: “It was a 
good dance, but it was awfully crowd- 
ed.” Nevertheless, the fact remains 
that it was a good dance. 


When the guests arrive have th 
congregate in a smal} room or lobby, 
where they will be in close contact 
with one another. And be sure that 
your crowd fills the ballroom.

And don't be Mfraid of 
inmocent nonsense, especially when 
you have worked pp the play spirit 
successfully. Everybody likes to 
play the clown on occasion. Balloons, 
eonfetti, serpentine, rubber balls with 
rubber strings attached and similar 
simple stage properties help. Fancy 
or novelty whistles are good,, but 
should not be too loud.

Always begin the dance with a lively 
one-step and have very short inter- 
missions in the beginning to work up 
to a high pitch of animation.

Have a Colorful Setting. 

The goneral character of your par- 
ty will, of course, guide you in your 
scheme of decoration. But remember 
the psychological effect of colors. 
Bright shades, especially reds and 
yellows, “create buoyancy and good 
fellowship. Silver and green or soft 
bright blues and purples reflect an 
atmosphere of cool, illusive charm. 
The skillful dramatic producer looks 
carefully after such important de- 
talls as lighting and colors. In giv- 
ing a party you may play the magi- 
cian in like fashion and watch your 
audience respond to the subtle sug- 
gestion of your color scheme. 

Decoration should not be too ob- 
trusive. Its effect will be felt most 
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surely if it seems merely a harmuni- 
ous background for the occasion. But 
the possibilities of/fcolorfyl settings 
fairly bewllder the‘ imagination.
